If thoro is ono pluce in the Colony 
moro than anothor cntillotl to complain 
of not getting Ub full sharo of revonao 
expenditure that placo undoubtedly ih 
Naoaimo. From the commencement of 
tho Colony Nanaimo has continuod to 
bo a placo of groat rolativo import 
tanco-BOc'ond only to Victoria. Tho larg> 
est producer, the largest exporter, oom 
tributing the moot largoly -towards 
maritime progroatj, Nanaimo has boon 
one of tbe largest and ateadiost contri- 
batorB towards the publio reveuao of any 
oommnuity in tho Colony. And, what 
recognition have thoao valuable quali- 
ties met with 7 What return have the 
people comprising that important com- 
muDity bad for all that thoy have dono 
and contributed ? Wo regret to say 
that this sido of tho lodger appears to 
be almost a complete blank, In tho 
expenditure of public revenue, Nanaimo 
has boon almost wholly neglected— 
loft out in tho cold— cut off without a 
shilling. The people havo boon loft to 
build thtir own school-honses and for tho 
most part maintain their own bcuooI.h, 
They have boon left to mako thoir own 
Btreots or got on without them unmade; 
to do without hospitals ; to build and 
maintain thoir own Literary lus' ituto ; 
and, until very recently, thoy have hud 
to oorno all tho way to Victoria in 
aoarch of juatioo,— nay they havo even 
boon denied th-i advantage of tho labor 
of their own convicts. And all this has 
boon tho case, bo it remembered, while 
communities possoseing far legs claim 
upon the public revonuo have had largo 
grants and libo"al annual appropriations 
for all tho above-mentioned objocte, 
Nanaimo ought to havo aud is fully en- 
titled to a good school-house, 
Booh as would offer ample accommodauon 
for a male and femalo department, and 
admit of proper classification and, of 
auch durable material and arcbiteotral 
pretensions as would mako it truly an 
ornament to the towu. Tbig your the 
Government wa^ liberal enough to placo 
the muuiheont sum of neven hundred 
and fifty dollars in the Estimates tor 
the purpose of building a Caol at , 
Nanaimo. Tho oonTact for building lUt ' 
Gaol has jus'- boon Riven out, to Mr Fin- 
ney, of Nanaimo, who had to come all 
the way to Victoria in order to tender for 
it 1 Wny were not tho plaus and speoiu- 
cationB aont to Nanaimo and lenders re- 
oived t'jere ? Wus it intended that th.' 
people of Nanaimo should be practically 
excluded from tendering for a looal 
work T Tbe contract oould not have 
fallen into bettor baud- ; for Air Finney 
will undoubtedly muke as go d a Gaol us 
it is possible to make for suveu hundred 
and fifty dollar*. But unyono must eoe 
that the sum is prepostorously small— 
palpably inadequate to make such a 
Gaol as Nauaimo iri entitled to expect, 
Nanaimo in eDtitled to homething more 
than a mere lock-up. Toe old 'bastion/ 
the only gaol she has ever had/ might 
do for that. But tho time hus now come 
when the people of Nanaimo have a 
right to expect thut their public build- 
ings shall bo something bettor than 
rickety and unsubstantial wooden 
Ptructures. Tho public buildings oi 
Nanaimo should be ol such acharacteras 
to givo tone and substantiality as well us 
aroniteoiurul beauty to the town — some- 
thing that tho people m'ght bo proud of, 
and suoh as would give strangers a 
favorable impression, And tho now 
gaol might well have inaugurated the 
dbw era in so fur a~> the public buildings 
are concerned. When the E-.tiraates 
were before the Legislature wo took oc- 
casion to poiir. out tho glaring inade- 
quacy ol the num hoi down for the 
Nauaimo gaol, and expressed tho hope 
that it might bo largely supplemented ; 
but, unforiunatoly for Nanaimo, its re- 
presentative was so compliitoly absorb- 
ed in tho unselfish (?) work of keeping 
away tho Canadian Tai ill' uud cheap 
broad and boor that ho could not well bo 
expoctod to givo much attention to other 
matters, oven if that attention would 
bavo availed aught ; so the 
iusignliicuiit item passed. Tho Nanaimo 
gaol ought lo be ofstooo, an abundant 
supply ol tho very fir«t quality of which 
is cioso at hand. With, say, a couple oi 
three thousaud dollars, ono section 
might havo been built now, with a view 
to extortion and completion heroaltor ; 
but to expend seven hundred aud fifty 
dollars upon a wooden gaol, almost with- 
in stono throw ol U>o celebrated New- 
castle quarry which is supplying mater- 
ial for the public butUingH ol 8an Fran- 
Cisco, uppeurs to uh to l>o tho ucmo ol 
unthrift and impolicy. 1' is little better 
than throwing the money oway, There 
are many others matters which nvgnt 
bo mentioned, in Illustration of our sub- 
ject,— suoh, lor instance as the grots m- 
joi.ico ol leaving settlors in tho rurul 
portions of tho District to make then 
own roads and bridges, whiio they tire, 
at the sumo tune, compollod to puj a 
very heavy road tax, and, as it would 
appear, are debarred trom having an 
opportunity oven to get work upon the 
roads 1 It «eems luut nil the road wurk 
mu«t be dono by strangers, and thut, 
too, while tuero are plenty of good, hon- 
est m< n in tho locality and trom wh„so 
pockots tho roud-tax is liiohed, in wunt 
of employment. Suoh strange freaks of 
uutaimeHB are altogether inexplicable, 
and ought not to be tolerated. Ihero 
are many other mailore concerning 
Nanaimo which wo could wish 
to touch upon, but wbioh considerations 
of space and ol tho rouder's putieuco 
toduoo Ufa to remit lo a iuturo article.

They looked 
out »nd saw a hugti black mast ol cloud 
sweeping a'.ong tho earth towards thoui. They 
naught up tho children urid rushed from tbu 
house, but ii waa too late and everything 
was swept away in Ihe torrent save lingo 
und Ibe infant — even Ibeir escapa was little 
short of miraoolous.
